Rabbi Samuel Cass Spedks 
On Jewish Ideas of Belief 



The central principle of Jewish 
belief is:' that God is one, Rabbi 
Samiiel 'Cass^lrector of the' B'nal 
B'rith .' HUie^ FoTO dation, . pointed 

yestiérdayB 

He was discussing the principles 
of Jewish belief at the second of a 
series of six talks. The purpose of 
the discusrioiuuls. to explore the 
basic docir&!£%{-i> Judaism in re- 
gard {oman,^^ God,: ànd Israel . 

Rabbi Cass dedared that while 
this 'religlbii cnibodlès no systemi- 
tlzcd sect of bèliéfSi yet the b'àsls 
of Judaism is 'belief. He stated 
thatv. the . Jewish faith : came ' into 
being \wUhfaf'partlci^ 




of God and that ihe -very reason 
for existence is . (he advancement 
of the God-idea. , '• 
Basing its belief on the scrlp- 

is an'awlreness^ra philosophical 
argument, the Rabbi asserted. In 
the Bible, in the Decalogue, in 
Deuteronomy, he said, there is a 
proclamation of God. In the later 
books, there is an Inference of 
Gbd's. existence in Nature^ but that 
Itteli is not a complete theological 
argument, he Explained. 

The Rabbi observed that there 
arc many other approaches to Godi 
the ethical, historical, and mystical. 

He summarized the attitude of 
Judaism In that Judaism has' no 
quarrel with anyone who speculates 
abput.^God; on the whole, it ac- 
cepts God rather than demonstrat- 
ing proofs of Him. 4> 

However, Judaism states that 
man cannot know God completely, 
can only guess as to his essence, 
said Rabbi Cass, explaining: ."Man's 
limitations 8topïbjm|jb«i^^ 
that whlcli'^ffS^'ÎSmïSSs.^^feur 
knowledge of God is adequate to 
our needs, he remarked, it not 
eqtial to our curiosity. 

In closing the Rabbi stated that 
according to the precepts' of 
Judaism, all men reflectv^God's 
nature and àre.GÔd's'ciiildrem He 
claimed that to Him alone does 
man owe unreserved- loyaltyi and 
that one universal law of righteous- 
ness applies to alL '■ ^
